BOSTON In what is potentially the biggest 
break in the case yet, investigators have spot- 
ted a Boston Marathon bombing suspect 
from security video taken before two blasts 
ripped through central Boston on Monday, a 
US. law enforcement source said Wednesday. 

No arrests have been made, and the suspect 
in the video has not been identified by name, 
two US. government officials said. 

Police considered making an appeal to the 
public for more information at a news confer- 
ence, a U.S. government source said, but the 
FBI canceled that news conference after de- 
laying it several times, Boston police said. 

The explosions at the Boston Marathon 
finish line killed three people and injured 176 
others in the worst attack on US. soil since 
Sept. 11, 2001. 

Nerves were jolted Wednesday by an inac- 
curate report on CNN that a bombing sus- 
pect had been arrested. 

Shortly after CNN retracted its report of 
an arrest in the case, security officials at Bos- 
ton’s federal courthouse ordered staff, media 
and attorneys to evacuate because of a bomb 
scare that was later found to be a false alarm. 

The bombs in Boston killed an 8-year-old 
boy, Martin Richard; a 29-year-old woman, 
Krystle Campbell; and a Boston University 
grad student and Chinese citizen, Lu Lingzi. 

The crowded scene along the race course 
in central Boston on Monday was recorded by 
surveillance cameras and media outlets, pro- 
viding investigators with significant video of 
the area before and after the two blasts. 

Investigators also were searching through 
thousands of pieces of evidence, from cell- 
phone pictures to shrapnel pulled from vic- 
tims’ legs. 

Based on the shards of metal, pieces of fab- 
ric, loose wires and a battery recovered at the 
scene, the focus turned to whoever may have 
placed homemade bombs in pressure cooker 
pots and taken them in heavy black nylon 
bags to the finish line of the world-famous 
race watched by thousands of spectators. 

No one had claimed responsibility for the 
attack. 

“Whether it’s homegrown or foreign, we 
just don’t know yet, and so I’m not going to 
contribute to any speculation on that,” said 


US. Secretary of State John Kerry, who until 
January was Massachusetts’ senior senator. 
“It’s just hard to believe that a Patriots’ Day 
holiday, which is normally such time of festivi- 
ties, turned into bloody mayhem.” 

Amid an outpouring of public support for 
the victims, Kenneth Feinberg, the attorney 
who oversaw compensation funds for victims 
of the Sept. 11 attacks and the April 2007 Vir- 
ginia Tech shootings, was named to admin- 
ister a fund for those affected by the Boston

bombing. 

Feinberg, a leading expert on disaster com- 
pensation, will serve as administrator of the 
One Fund Boston, Gov. Deval Patrick and 
Mayor Thomas Menino said in a statement. 
The fund, unveiled Tuesday, was seeded with 
a $1 million donation from the financial ser- 
vices firm John Hancock. 

As of Wednesday evening, the fund was up 
to $7 million, its sponsors said, with dona- 
tions from more than 8,500 people.

Attack site emerges 
as shrine to victims

BOSTON A new memorial began to emerge 
Wednesday in a city already steeped in history 
—a tribute to the victims of the Boston Mara- 
thon bombings. 

Dozens of technicians in white coveralls 
continued to comb the streets for clues, but 
runners, Bostonians and tourists alike sought 
a catharsis, finding themselves drawn to the 
crime scene: the streets near the finish line 
still blocked by metal police gates. 

On the barricades, they hung Fshirts, ro- 
sary beads, letters and signs of support. 

Monique Leonard of nearby Walpole, 
Mass., was one of the first, delivering a bou- 
quet of flowers, along with an open letter to 
the perpetrators, noting that many of the 
runners had trained “their whole lives” for the 
prestigious race and that most of them “are a 
lot faster than you.” 

By early afternoon, the area by the gates 
was a too-familiar sight of tragedy, as dozens 
left bouquets, teddy bears, racing medals, 
heart-shaped signs crafted by children and, 


this being Boston, a plethora of Red Sox base- 
ball caps. 

Anne Marder, 56, a Sacramento nurse who 
ran her fifth Boston Marathon on Monday, 
was about to catch a flight Wednesday but 
had one more task to complete. Unzipping 
her luggage, she removed a red Fleet Feet 
Sacramento racing team T-shirt and taped it 
to the barrier. 

“It’s a show of support for the running 
community here from the other side of the 
country,” said Marder, who crossed the finish 
line just five minutes before the explosions. 
“We're all in this together.” 

All day, the crowd grew. Some stood si- 
lently, tears welling in their eyes as they gazed 
beyond the tributes to a phalanx of workers 
inspecting every inch of the street. A Tibetan 
monk offered a prayer. 

“T felt violated,” Matt Sanders, 30, a Boston 
College law student, said of the attacks. “This 
is the happiest day of the year in Boston, ev- 
eryone’s out to have a good time, and that was 
taken away.”

‘A pretty shameful day’ 


Obama slams Congress 
after his gun control 
législation fails in Senate 


Presideng (bama, his gun control legislation 
falling tc defeat, lashed out at Congress in 
unusually tough terms Wednesday as he came 
ta grips with the loss of a key priority after 
spending months fighting for it. 

“There were no coherent arguments as to 
why we wouldn't do this. It came down to 
politics,” Cibama said after the Senate failed 
ro muster enough votes to expand back 
yruunel checks for firearms purchases. 

Spaicred by the deaths of 20 children and six 
telucatisrs at an elementary schoolin Connect- 
icur im Lkecember, Obama had made the big- 
west psi in clecades to tighten US. gun laws. 

Tit it was asolemn walk for him from the 
Chal Oifice tu the steps of the Rose Garden 


surrounded by relatives of the Sandy Hook 
Elementary School victims. 

With them were Gabrielle Giffords, a for- 
mer Arizona congresswoman who was shot in 
the head in 2011 and now walks with a limp, 
and Vice President Joe Biden, who had led a 
task force that proposed gun regulations that 
all went down in defeat. 

Obama’s biting remarks, saying the Nation- 
al Rifle Association “willfully lied” and that a 
determined minority in the Senate thwarted 
the legislation, reflected a pessimistic tone 
unusual for the normally upbeat president. 

‘All in all this was a pretty shameful day 
for Washington but this effort is not over,” 
Obama said. 

Ina poignant note, Obama was introduced 
in the Rose Garden by Mark Barden, who 
lost a son, Daniel Barden, in the Sandy Hook 
massacre. 


“We will not be defeated. We are not defeat- 


ed, and we will not be defeated,” Barden said. 

The president blamed the failed vote on 
Republicans who caved in to pressure from 
the gun lobby despite polls showing strong 
support for expanded background checks. 

“Ninety percent of Democrats in the Sen- 
ate voted for that idea,” he said. “But it’s not 
going to happen because go percent of Re- 
publicans in the Senate just voted against that 
idea.” 

While insisting he would not give up on 
the effort, vowing action will be taken in the 
long run, Obama made clear he would use the 
issue to campaign on behalf of Democratic 
candidates in the 2014 midterm congressio- 
nal elections. 

“So to change Washington, you, the Amer- 
ican people, are going to have to sustain some 
passion about this. And when necessary, 
you've got to send the right people to Wash- 
ington,” he said.

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‘Map of the 
Dead’ game 
brings zombie 
apocalypse 

to Chicago

With a 
dozen brain- 
eating zom- 


bies standing 
in the way, 
it’s clear that 
coming to 
Jewel was a bad 
idea. You can run 
away, but you still 
face a dilemma: 
Do you try to 
scavenge supplies 
at a nearby Wal- 
green’s or a bar in Wicker Park? 
Navigating the streets in a post-apoc- 
alyptic Chicago can be tricky in “Map of 
the Dead,” a zombie-themed iPhone/iPad 
game launched last month. The idea of 
giving smartphone users their own “The 
Walking Dead” fantasy comes from Jeff 


Map of the Dead app 


Merrick, a designer at Lakeview-based & ‘a 


web agency Doejo. 

Merrick had some free time at work last 
April and as a joke hacked Google Maps and 
created a directory of places that might be 
useful during a zombie apocalypse. 

“I just kind of threw it up on a web server 
and didn’t think much about it,” said Merrick, 
28, of Rogers Park. “But suddenly it goes viral 
and we had, like, 3 million visitors come look 
at it, so the next logical step was—let’s make a 
game out of this.” 

For eight months, Merrick and a small team 
developed “Map of the Dead” as a turn-based 
role-playing game that transforms Foursquare 
from an amusing pastime to a desperate sur- 
vival tool. The app uses GPS to pinpoint your 
location on a map and lets you virtually break 
into nearby real-life businesses and residences 
labeled with Foursquare data in order to steal 
food and weapons needed to outlast the zom- 
bie horde. 

The app decides a place’s potential as a 
haven for quality supplies (water, beer, base- 
ball bats, Molotov cocktails and more) and 
how many zombies could be waiting inside 
to munch on your brains. It then assigns a 
threat level of one (safest) to four (mosh pit 
of the undead) for each location. You want to 
gather the best guns, swords and body protec- 


tion possible to hit the most dangerous of the 
zones, such as military bases and hospitals. 

The most zombie-infested place in Chica- 
go? Downtown, says John Lendman, a copy- 
writer at Doejo and frequent “Map of the 
Dead” player. 

“There are lots of hospitals and big busi- 
nesses around, so the Loop or Northwestern 
Hospital can be crazy,” Lendman said. “When 
I go downtown, the first thing I do is look for 
people who have died and take their stuff. 
You can leave notes for people that say, ‘Sorry, 
dude, took your backpack. Maybe next time.’” 

Since the free app’s March 14 release in the 
Apple Store, “Map of the Dead” has received 
22,000 downloads and mobs of devoted fans 
who regularly suggest new features to the 


team. Merrick said he’s working on an update 
that will add new features such as the ability 
to chat with other survivors. 

“People still find the idea of the zombie 
apocalypse fascinating, and everyone enjoys 
thinking about what they would do if it hap- 
pened to them, so that’s the kind of experi- 
ence we’re trying to provide,” Merrick said.
